PHYSICIAN ¡GIVES LITTLE HOPE 


Well Known Throughout the 
County Beinf Prominent in 
PopuGstic Circles. 


August Ludw ig, well known in 
this county, being a resident of Crow 
Wing township, was seriously if not 
fatally injured last night in a runa­ 
way. 
He had been to Brainerd and was 
going home about 5 o'clock.
